Jasper Police Investigate 
Foul Play Theory in 
Death “Red” Walters 


No further word has been re- 
ceived by Superintendent A. E. Ac- 
land, commanding "“G" division of 
the Royal Canadian Mounted Po- 
lice, regarding the death of Harry 
“Red” Walters, found near the rail- 
way tracks at Jasper Park Tuesday 
with his skull crushed. An inquest 

_ will be held, either Thursday after- 
noon or Friday, to clear up the 


mystery. 

Walters, who was a returned man 
and frequently stated that he was a 
nephew of the famous “Bluenose” 


racing schooner skipper, was still alive 
when found at the west end of the C 
N.R. yards in Jasper, but died on the 
operating table 

Mounted police officers at Jasper 
are now attacking the mystery from 
three angles—suicide, murder, and ac- 
cident. 

To support the murder theory is the 
fact that medical examination showed 
that Walters’ skull had been fractur- 
ed, as though struck a powerful blow 


| by some blunt weapon. Hoboes may 
| have attacked him, with robbery as 
the motive. 

In support of the suicide theory is 
the signiticant fact that Walters had 
been an inmate of the hospital for 
some time, being treated for alcohol- 


ism. He had got leave Tuesday under 
the excuse that he wanted to get some 
laundry. He had been depressed as a 
result of his condition 

The accident theory is possible from 
the faet that stones along the track 
where the dying man was picked up, 
were spattered with blood for some 15 
feet. This may indicate he had been 
hit and dragged by a train. 

Walters was popular in Jasper 
town. Little was known of his an- 
tecedents beyond his own references 
to a relationship with Captain Wal- 
ters of the Maritimes.

He is Eamonn de Valera, 
modern Ireland's outstanding 
figure, who has just climaxed 
16 years of fighting the Bri- 
tish — with both ballots and 
bullets—by his victory at the 
polls which makes him the 
new president of the Irish 
Free State. 

There is, probably, more 
to come—political or 
otherwise. To de Valera, his 
election as president of the 
British - controlled Irish Free 
State is but another step to- 
ward the consummation of 
his aim: a free and independ- 
ent Republic of Ireland.

THE ONLY ALTERNATIVE 

The Liberal leader in the legislature 
proposes that, instead of raiding the poc- 
kets of the taxpayers when they are emp- 
ty, the deficit in the provincia finances 
for the coming year should be capitalized. 
That is to say, that the courageous policy 
which the Government adépted a year ago 
should be contirmed, deficits accepted as 
inevitable while the depression continues, 
and the loss spread over a period of years 

The Conservative leader does not agree 
that deficits should be capitalized, but 
thinks the time to make provision for 
times of economic depression is when busi- 
ness is at the peak. But as the legislatu 
refused to build up reserves before the de- 
pression came, the only way to apply that 
eminently sane principle now is to capital- 
ize the deficits during the depression and 
pay them off when good times come again 
Past folly cannot be undone, but present 
hardship may be modified by extending 
the obligations. 

And does anybody who is acquainted 
with the history of this province imagine 
that when times improve our legislators 
will deliberately cut expenditure, cut taxa- 
tion, and start to pile up reserves against 
the next depression? That is altogether 
too much to hope for. The record of a 
quarter of a century forbids any such op- 
timistic assumption. The substance of that 
record is that in good times the legislature 
won't live within its means and in bad 
times it can't. 

Any chance there is of avoiding an im- 
mediate increase in taxation that will cer- 
tainly produce real and adverse results up- 
on the business situation lies in capitaliz- 
ing present deficits and liquidating them 
when improved conditions bring an auto- 
matic increase in revenue from the exist- 
ing sources 

There is little hope that the legislature 
—any legislature—can or could be got to 
fight depressions beforehand; but it might 
be got to spread the evil consequences of 
the present one over the next cycle of good 
years, instead of throwing the whole bur- 
den on the taxpayers when they are least 
able to carry it. 


CRASHING THE AIK MAIL 
The superintendent of airways at Ot- 
tawa makes the definite announcement 
that the prairie air mail service is to cease 
at the end of this month. The emergency 
landing fields are to be abandoned, bea- 
cons dismantled and stored, direc- 
tional apparatus taken down and put in 
storage. The planes and pilots employed 
in the service will of course be released 
and must find employment elsewhere, or 
be added to the housed equipment and the 
ranks of the unemployed. The Dominion 
is withdrawing completely the support 
that has been given to air transport in the 
west through subsidies for carrying mails 
and doing so in a thorough-going manner 
that holds no promise of an early resump- 
tion of the service. 
As for the money the western cities 
have spent in providing and cquipping 
, these will necessarily become 
“frozen” assets. They may be of occa- 
sional use in taking care of 4 privately- 
owned plane flown for the pleasure or in 
the business interests of the ser. Gov- 
ernment planes may still be employed in 
forest patrol and survey work, and these 
will also find the ports useful. But com- 
mercial flying has depended on mail sub- 
sidies as a large and dependable source of 
revenue. Deprived of that revenue, the

| commercial planes will undoubtedly van- 

| ish from the western air, and the munici- 

| pal airfields will be practically deserted 
and useless, while the yers continue 
to foot the bill for the expenditure made on 
them. 

The common supposition is that the 

lanes are to continue to fly down the 
Mackenzie river route, and to receive the 
usual payment for carrying mails. If this 
is correct, Edmonton will suffer less than 
other western cities through the retrench- 
ment policy, though the headquarters for 
the northern fliers is at McMurray rather 
than Edmonton. The cities may fairly 
think that they have a claim against the 
Deminion for some sort of compensation, 
since the conditians under hich they 
made these considerable investments are 
being destroyed. 

Throughout the west there will be re- 
gret that the trans-Canada service is not 
to be continued. That regret will be 
shared by everyone who appreciates the 
value of air mail and can take an unpre- 
judiced look at the map. It is over the 
long stretches between eastern and west- 
ern centres that air mail makes a time- 
saving that is worth while. It would be 
better to “scrap” all the short routes in 
both eastern and western Canada, and 


keep mail planes flying on the main route 
from coast to coast.
